Germany's Bombardment of San Car-

German 


bombardment of Fort San Carlos Is 
Incomprehensible here. 
The shelling 


was begun without any warning what- 
ever. 
All of the foreign residents of 


Caracas aro greatly dissatisfied witn 
this action of the German warships, 
especially as tho Venezuelan govern- 
ment maintains a fair and generous 
attitude In the matter of claims. 


Tho correspondent hero questioned 


Foreign Minister Baralt today con- 
cerning the bombardment. 
Dr. Ba- 


ralt said: 
"What more can we do 


than to accept the terms of the pow- 
ers and to send Mr. Bowen, with full 
powers from Venezuela to Washing- 
ton? 
Have we refused to ngree to 


the terms? 
It takes six hours to go In a boat 


from Maracalbo to Fort San Carlos. 
Communication being very 
difficult,

reached Caracas.

shall determine the manner of mak- 
ing tho party platform. 


Another Provision 


Another provision Is for two bal- 


lot boxes, tho voter -icing given all 
the tickets as he enters tho booth, 
voting one. and those not voted to 
bo deposited In second box, the pur- 
pose being to preserve secrecy. 


Like Stevens Bill 


In tho minor provisions both bills 


are similar to the Stevens bill of two 
years ago, though with some differ- 
ence as to filing nomination papers 
and other details.

LOCAL TROUBLE IS INEVITABLE 


Social Democratic Speaker Says That 


Janesville's Complaint is Like 


Many Other Cases. 


Municipal corruption, such as It Is 


alleged exists In this city. Is not the 
result of local conditions. 
It Is the 


inevitable outcome of a warped social 
system, and can be effectually cured 
only by getting at the root of the dis- 
ease. 
No municipal League or ef- 


fort of the citizens to stamp out dis- 
honesty, without attacking the sys- 
tem which permits such a state of 
aflairs can eradicate the trouble.

Guard the Details. 


It Is stated that details of the agree- 


ment will not he made public in ad- 
vance of the transmission of the treaty 
to the eenate. It la understood that 
Secretary Hay from timo to time con- 
sulted leading members of the senate 
on the essential features of the treaty 
he was negotiating, so that It Is be- 
lieved It will meet the approval of the 
senate at the present session. 


Fears had been entertained that 


Colombia vould not be willing to ac- 
cede to the wishes of the United 
States In the matter, and that re- 
course to the Nicaragua!! canal project 
might be forced on the government of 
the United States was to pay In cash 
more favorable turn, and Columbia 
transmitted, Instructions and authority 
to Dr. llerran. its representatives In 
toe Uclted States, that made possible 
the conclusions of the long negotia- 
tions. 


Price Is Obstacle. 


The principal obstacle for some tlrno 


to the conclusion of the treaty. It is 
understood, linn been the price that 
tne United Stales was to pay In cash 
and by way of annual rental for the 
strip of territory along each side of the 
right of way. 


Some time ago there was a hitch 


over the question of the extent to 
•which control by the United States 
over this strip of land should go. Co- 
Irrnbla objecting on the ground that 
•the provisions requested In the treaty 
by the United States would mean a re- 
llnqnlshmcnt of sovereignty by Co- 
lombia _ovcr part of her territory. But 
this matter was amicably adjusted, as 
•was a difference as to the lifetime of 
the lease of the strip of land in ques- 
tion. 


Cedes tne Strip. 


The final result was a practical ces- 


sion In perpetuity of the strip to tho 
United States for canal purposes and 
incidental police control and protec- 
tion of the right of way. 


Section 2 of the Spooner act. which 


•was approved by the president Jun« 
28 last, prescribes certain of the terms 
regarding the acquisition of the strip 
of land for the canal, etc., upon which 
the treaty was negotiated. 


In the negotiation of the treaty Sec- 


retary Hay has achieved one of the 
most difficult diplomatic strokes ha 
ever made, while friends supposed he 
was EO 111 that he co.ilii give no atten- 
tion to business.
